_ Milt TRAGEDY-GF SPIONKOP, ° 
(From Our Bpcciad Correspondent.) 
Prerenuantrzoure, 8th Feb. . 

Kight thousand British killed, missing 
and wounded, sand-nothing to stow bat 
endless acta of British pluck, horeism nnd 
enddranca : Ladysmith and Kimberley atill 
sick with famine awl disvase, , 

Tho Boers still twiddle ‘our Generals 
round ‘their fingers, -while poor Tommy 
‘Atkins pays ‘with his blond “fur - tho 
twiddling. But Tommy docs not care; 
be takes: Boer tead and steal like his4 
Saturday night “pint of bitter. There 
sre times when too much pluck is 
an dangorogs thing, If we restrained our 
courage and made more use of cunning and 
strategy, the last act of this avful 
tragedy might have terminated long ago. 

Spion Kop was. perhaps. tho hardost 
fought battle of thé cainpaign. 

On ‘Saturday, the 20th January, snd 
throo-subsequont days, Sir-Charles. Warran’s 
column attempted to drive the Boers from 
the long range of hills which run at right 
angles to. the Tagola, After four days hird 
fighting, we had succeeded in. pushing the 
enemy off the first and second lino of hills, 
the Bocrs. retiring to a position. further 
back., Aa the only approach to this pasi- 
tion was across a plain of about 1,000 
yards, any attempt to take it would have 
only resulted in heavy loss. 

Itwas thendecided tusturmbynight attavk 
Spion Kop (Spy Hill), whose height exceeds 
any mount in the vicinity, and which cou 
mands the cuantry for miles on either sido, 
The posygssion of’ this mountain meant 
that we would have command ofthe Boor 
centre—supposing that ow uns could 
bave been taken ¢o the summit. 

Concerning this brilliant, achiovoment, I 
cannot do botter than quote rhe description 
of one who took part in the fight :— 


It_was resolved w capture this com 
manding Spienkep, ond orders wore issuel 
on Wednesday afternoon fo 
gate to takeNnfantry and surprise tho Buors 
on the myuntain and hold it for the Queen. 
The Laucoshive’ Fusiliers, south Lan- 
cashirca, the Royal Lancastens, Thorucy- 
crufVs, and a party of Royal Wayinvers 
niade up the assiulting column, The force 
reached the basa of the muuntain between 
9 and 10 p.m. “It was then very dark, but 
tho night was fine, and the men began the 
heavy climb ap the southern cud of Spicn- 
kop in the bost of spirits and eager for the 
yroat surprise.” The ascent is very steep, 
and is braken by three ledges, which served as 
restingplaces. At2a.m.Thorneyerotv’s, who 
bad passed tho cashire Fusiliers, gut to 
the last pont, and about 3.30 they reached 
the summit, A thick mist then covered 
the mountain... .As the battalions get on to 
tho phiteau, thoy pressed forward, and tho 
Fusiliers came tirst upon a Boer picket oc- 
cupying x trench. ‘The soutry was bayonut- 
ed ; the-Boers in the.trenches shouted out 
in Dotch aud fled, Our men gave’ -rous- 
ing cheer, which was cloarly heard on 
Thrce ‘Trev Hill on the opposite spur, and 
then waited for morning to break. . At the 
first glen of light the ongineers proceeded 
to die anothor wench. The Boers, who hed, 
of course, becn alarmed by the picket, senv 
ina few shots from ticir position st the other 
end of the plateau, which measures somo 600 
yards in width and is nearly y 
of s milo in length. When the mist li 
at 8.45, the Boors opsned « tremendous fire 
on our line ucrosa the plateaus aud a Creusot 
and Maxim automatic began te shell: it at 
the same time, It was evident that’ the 
enemy had been strongly reinforecd from 
his centre under cover of the mist, and that 
the troops, who besan te see that they had 
not captured sv much of the platoav as they 
imagined, were in an awkward position, 
While the Boors, too, ware tiring from good 
cover, trenches, and from 4 high ridge in the 
Fusiliers left front, our men were mestly ex- 
posod. Thoy~hud only two trenches to 
screen theinselves from the concontrated fire 
that wan being poured in on them, and be- 
gan to lose heavily. Very soon, indeed, it 
was. Jike “hell let loose? Bulfets rained 
along: the ground, and tow often found 
their billet; shells smashed bodiea and 
carried away limbs, and, unfortunately, 
for our side, the enemy remained invis- 
ible, giving no chanecs until it was seen 
that, with heavy -losscs going on, un- 
Jess reinforcemonts came speedily, the 
force would .be forced to retire. Gen 
Woodgate was soverely wounded in the 
head, while directing operations, und other 
otticers also fell, whilo to mako -matters 


to receive orders from the officers of other 
battalions. Tio Dorsets, Middlesex, and 
Somerseta wera ordered out, and touk up 
a position in eupport af the entrance of 
the - valley. lying between Spionkop and 
Three Tree Hill, The whole of Spiontup. 
vas then covered in clouds, except o small 
nek connecting the mountain proper, at: 
the- head of the valley, with the mext 
ridgo... They fired: at 2,509 yards at tho 
only. spot whore thoy evil distinguish 
shots: coming from. -: After.:breakfus, ‘the 
three Jrattalions ‘were: orderel to -uscond 
tho mountain and reinforce the firing line. 
On reaching the crest they passed ‘ta the’ 
front, avd were at once in the thick of it. 
It was their that the “Boers. tried on the 
trick which T related ‘in my. wire, nnd it 
was then, ‘also, in the afternoon, that 
tho. Boers, emboldened by the slauchter 
they Wore causing, came to closer’ quarters

Such is the atary is of the taking of 
Spionkop and the serious check caused by’ 
the unfortunate abandonment ‘vf a position. 
which cost us so-many lives. ; 

-In seeking to retun the connected nar- 
rative of the severest fight that bas-yet 
occurred. between Briton and Boer I have 
kept apart tho details of the’ storming of 
two kopjes--impinging upon Spidnkop, 
and facing Potgieter's Dril Tt .was- tho 
3-60th Rifles to whom the credit of the 
execution of tho enterprise is duo, The 
ubject jras ‘to reliove the pressure on tho 
main Boer attack on Spionkep, Crassing 
the Tugela at Kefir'a Drift-at noon on that 
fatefal Thursday, the Rifles had not pro- 
ceded far over. the flat in front, of. the’ 
kopjes when they found thomselves under 
firo, The Boers wero ublquitous, Not 
only did they line the face of the kopjos 
‘and. the connecting. ground . batween, | but. 
were disposed behind rocka and troos along 
tho -base. Tho. Rides, however, provi 
oqual to the work before them. ‘Thoy,cross- 
ed the flat in oxtended order, and driving 
the Bocra ahead, ina couple of hours they 
wero well up the kopjon. Trench aftertrench 
was taken either at the point of the bayonot 
or when-tho~Boors’had~ alresdy ‘run still 
higher to another, until tho two lofty points 
were carried by assault. Tho enemy fought 
well and pluckily, Ono man out of a group 
disdained to rotire until he hnd octually 
plead tho ninzle of hig rifle againat the 

reast of oneof our men and shot him dead. 
Several officers were killed and wounded 
in the assault, amongst the former. being 
Col. Buchanan-Riddell, whilo directing a 
flanking firoon the Boers.” When tho sani- 
mit was giined, the Rifles silenced a maxim 
sutumatic thut was playing upon their ranks, 
‘and at tho same tino hurtling its small 
shel] at our troops on Spionkop,- AtSp.m,” 
came the order to retire, and the Rifles, 
elated at'a Drilliant pieca of work which had 
cost them under 100 Killed’ and wounded, 
had perforcy to relinquish the ‘fruits. of 
victory, . 

When Friday morning dawned, and it 


crust of Spionkop, and watching our opor- 
ations on Threo Treo Hill, were Boers, 
ond unt British ‘soldiors, the news was 
regarded as incredible. Unfortunately it 
was only.too true. Once inora our effarts 
had beon in vain, for though: we still held 
our own on tho Jeft front, and wore awato 
thut the Boors would nover fuce our troops 
on anything like equal. terms, we remem- 
bered our sadly dintinished battalions, and 
knew that the victory which was to reliove 
Latysmith had yot to be achieved, 

Tt- would seem that our unfortunate 
losses st Spion Kop were the result of 
another blunder. Tho absonce of ator is 
thy reason givon for its vvacuation. Our 
inability to place heavy. guns on tho moun- 
tain is most probably the causo of our ro- 
treat, 

TILE ABUSE OF THE WHITE FLAG. 

At Spion Kop, the Boors again tried the 
white flag dodge, but it didn’t come off 
quite to their satisfaction. A number of 
Boers approached some of ‘Thornycroft's 
won, one of their number waving a white 
fing. On getting to close quarters, they 
coolly demanded Thornycroft's men to 
‘surrender, and stated they had 30,000 men 
just behind ta back them up, A heated 
argumcnt, intermingled with picturesque 
laugusze, eusued ; and the matter was 
brought to.a climax hy one of thy Boers 
suddenly raising his rifle and shooting » 
British officer. Not one of that Boor party 
left the Gold alive. ‘ 

An ambulance man told me’ that'when 
an ofticer is wounded the first thing ho did 
was to cut tho distinguishing nmrke from 
off his coat, heeause the Boors made 
prisoners of every wounded ofiicor they 
CANN ACrUsS, ‘

Kruger and Steyn to declare 
war, Tt was not ll after threo weeks from 
the declaration of War that the Freo’ State 
southorn cotamnndoes could make ip thoir 
minds ta eross the border into Natal, 
Hundreds of. them have'sines deserted the 
commantoes. around Tatysmith and gone 

k to their farms, whore they are now in 
hiding. arch partics visit the farms, and 
ifthe fugitive’ bo caught he is fined £15 
and sont back under excurt to thefront. Tho 
generality of Froe Sctera are sick of, the 
waz, and it is‘only the iron discipline ex- 
eoreisod that keops them-.at the front. In 
order to get out of the way, some of them 
have been know to trek 170 tiles.
